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Abstract. The 94 holotypes, 7 syntypes, and 27 allotypes of Braconidae in the Bishop Museum 
collection are listed alphabetically. Locality and host data are updated for many of the types. 

The 94 holotypes, 7 syntypes, and 27 allotypes of Braconidae in the Bishop Mu¬ 
seum collection represent 93 species and 5 subspecies (the latter all described as 
varieties). Paratypes of some of these species, as well as several other species, are also 
present in the Bishop Museum collection but are not listed here. 

The primary types are from throughout the Pacific Region, and 3 are from Africa. 
No one locality is overly represented. Most of the species were described by D.T. 
Fullaway over a 37-year period. Included among the Fullaway and Bridwell primary 
types are many of the species introduced to Hawaii for biological control of fruit 
flies. 

The format used in this catalog follows Radovsky et al. (1976). Names are listed as 
originally published and entered alphabetically by species or subspecies. Locality names 
as originally published have been supplemented in most cases by addition of broader 
geographic regions. All geographic names have been updated where possible. In 
cases where the name of the smallest geographic unit has changed since an original 
description, the currently accepted name is placed in [ ]. Some of the species described 
by Fullaway (1919) were listed as being collected in Borneo. The locality on the 
handwritten labels on these specimens, however, is Bonea, not Borneo. Similarly, 
specimens published as being collected in Amboina bear labels using the spelling 
Ambon. 

The Bishop Museum collection of braconid primary types is segregated from the 
remainder of the braconid collection. Each species and subspecies is pinned into a 
separate, square unit box. The Bishop Museum type number is printed on the box, 
rather than on a label with the specimen itself. All specimens, however, are clearly 
marked with “type,” “holotype,” or “allotype” labels. Species described by Fullaway, 
representing the bulk of the collection, usually have a characteristic pink, handwritten 
“type” label attached to the holotype. Fullaway clearly designated holotypes for almost 
all of his species by listing the repository for the “type, allotype, and paratypes” [in

Fullaway (1919), this was done in the introduction to the paper rather than under 
each species heading]. In those cases where the species were described from several 
localities, Fullaway’s handwritten “type” label has been instrumental in determining 
the actual holotype. In such cases, the locality given in this catalog was taken directly 
from the labels. 

Host data published with the original description have been supplemented where 
possible with latest available name changes. Where significant changes have been 
made, the supplementary data are placed in [ ]. Where known, ordinal and familial 
names of host insects are included in [ ]. “Ex” has been used here to indicate the 
insect host, and “from” the plant host.
